May I call your attention to two corrections which I think should be 
made in your notes in Scott's Sognicies: for May? 


In ree Indore - you seem to be confused with the word “Hoikar” and 
“Indore". The name of the State has always been Indore, while Holkar is 
the dynastic name of the princes of the Mahrattas who ruled this place. 
The name Helkar is also employed as a a Sitte, as the ruler is often referred 
to as the Holkar of Indore. 


Secondly - I note that you speak of a change in the meaater? avnee ofse 
Turkey. I have not heard of this, and I think that you have confused two 
different words meaning the same thing. The Turkieh or Arabic word which 
we transliterate "ghrush" (the spelling of which comes in a variety of forms) — 4 ae 
has always been translated as “piastre". The derivation of the word "“ghrush" ae 
is probably from European words “greseso", “groschen"” and “groat™. Originally, ae 
a ghrush was a dollar-size coin and was termed a piastre by Europeans. Trrough- 
out the ages, it has dwindled to a few cents in value. Om all Egyptian and 
Turkish stamps and coins, the word is written in Arabic ghrush ees Y 


and, in some instances, the same word "piastre" is arae on the stamp or coin in oo 
Roman letters. The BUTE ae word spelled “guerahar dis from the same source. —

It may be of interest to you to note that on stamps and coins from Persia — Be. 
during the past two or three years, the Mohammedan date has been written in _ a 
Turkish characters, 1303 and 1304 instead of 1344 and 1345, corresponding to — an 
our years 1925 and 1926- The reason for this dropping of forty-one years from 
the Mohammedan calendar is undoubtedly a change from the Lunar year of 354 lone ; 
to a Solar yeur corresponding with our year. ;

I have also noted an error in your Catalogue, under Persia ~ the Circe 
stamps, 5éi and following, should be translated: Sultan Mohamed Ali Shah eaiay 
Kajar being the name of the dynasty.
